The letters of the first President 
of the I nitetl States to the first chil­ 
dren of the executive mansion

was no Whit»* House in Washington’s

known to the American public. The* 
father of his country was a parent 
only by adoption. 
Two grandchildren 
of his wife. Martha Custis Washing­ 
ton 
who was the widow of Daniel 
Parke Custis when Washington mar­ 
ried her were adopted and reared in 
the Mount Yernorn home by Washing­ 
ton a 
his own children* 
They were 
Eleanor Parke Custis 
and 
George 
Washington Parke Custis, whose fath­ 
er, JPohn Parke Custis, had served a: 
a member of Washington’s personal 
staff in the Revolutionary War and 
died at Yorktown while the siege of 
that place was in progress.

George, was the first “ President’s ba­ 
b y ’. being only six month 
old at the 
time of his adoption.

:••() to I» taken **» j « r*,p is evidenced by statem ent of the 
gm ners themselves, by the experience 
: of farm ers who have both sold 
in 
the seed and ginned a portion of their 
crop or who have ginned 
their cot­ 
ton after offering it on the seed co t­ 
ton m arket, and by the continued op­ 
position to custom ginning offerisf by 
many of the ginners. 
It is fu rth er 
proved by investigations made by the 
I . S. D epartm ent of A griculture and 
reported in F a rm e rs ’ Bulletin No. 375. 
(If course, it is not practicable with 
limited space to give many instances 
showing the advantages 
of custom 
ginning. 
However the following are 
selected from a number of examples. 
A prom inent business man, banker 
and owner of a gin in northeast A r­ 
kansas 
made this 
statem en t: 
“ Of 
course, it is best for the farm er to 
gin his cotton and sell it on its m erits. 
If we handle seed cotton we expect 
to make all the profit we can off the 
lint in addition to a profit from our 
ginning operations. 
T here are tim es 
when we get pretty well loaded up 
and have about all the cotton we can 
carry. 
At such times we are not very 
anxious to buy any more seed cotton 
and what we do buy is otTered 
so 
cheap we ca n ’t afford 
to turn 
it 
down/’ 
A nother ginner located in Missouri 
stated that if his com petitors would 
allow him to do so he would do noth­ 
ing but custom ginning and th at he 
could make a reasonble profit from 
custom ginning. 
When asked 
why 
gins did not all of them encourage 
custom ginning he stated, “ Why, my 
dear sir. the gins here made from $30 
to $40 a bale off the line this year. 
If they didn’t 
have 
the cotton 
to 
handle they would go out of the gin 
business. 
The oil mills would get the 
seed anyw ay.” 
Jim F itzgerald 
of 
New 
Madrid 
County. Mo., evidently produces a goo I 
grade and staple of cotton. 
He evid 
cntly does not receive the w orth of 
the cotton he produces. 
For, 
th* 
following data furnished by two g in ­ 
ners show th a t these ginners mad* 
from $50 to close to $200 a bale off 
some of the seed cotton 
purchased 
fhmi him. 
One load sold for 17 cents 
a pound, the highest price, so fa r ns 
I am inform ed, paid for seed cotton 
in Missouri the past season. 
Thi 
load 
w tighed 
1570 
pounds 
ami 
brought the grower $266.90. 
It yield­ 
ed a bale weighing 444 pounds th a t 
brought 72 cents a pound, a net price 
of $302.81 afte r the shipping and sell 
ing charges were deducted. 
Tw< 
other bales w ere sold at an 
other gin. one weighed 1600 pound 
in the seed and brought 15 cents and 
turned out a bale weighing 498 pounds 
for which the ginner received 7Ke a 
pound, $3*8.44. 
The seed from this 
bale was sold at $5 a hundred 
for 
planting purposes 
presum ably 
be­ 
cause of the hgih price it brought the 
ginner. 
And, although it is hard to 
understand why the 
grow ers 
with 
their present m arket should desire to 
improve their staple, th e high price 
for the seed added to the profit from 
the line made the g in n e r’s profit $192 
in addition to that m ade from the ac­ 
tual ginning operations.
